This-  part  of  the  Report  is  more  in  the

normally  and  regular  visits  were  maintained,  but  after  that  month 
other  matters  of  great  importance  to  the  District  claimed  prior 
attention  and  continued  to  do  so  when  the  year,  closed* 

Notwithstanding  these  demands  on  the 
department  all  essential  services  were  well  maintained  and  complaint 
were  small  in  number. 

The  restriction  on  building  materials 
seriously  affected  both  house  building  and  repairs  and  by  the  end  of 

the  year  this  work  was  practically  brought  to  a standstill.

WATER . 

There  were  no  new  sources  of  public  water  supply  or  important 
extensions  to  mains  during  the  year.  Two  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  chemical  and  hacter iological  examination  and  proved  wholesome  and 
suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE. 

There  were  no  extensive  sewerage  works  carried  out  and  the 
method  of  disposal  of  sewerage  remained  the  same  as  heretofor* 

RIVERS  ARP  STREAMS. 

There  are  no  alterations  or  works  of  importance  to  report 
under  this  heading. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  isolated  farms  and  other  premises * the 
District  is  served  by  the  water  carriage  system.  General  conversion 
from  pail  closets  took  place  sixteen  years  ago. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  was  no  outstanding  change  of  policy  during  the  year. 

One  new  ’Karrier*  refuse  collecting  vehicle  was  purchased  in  July  to 
replace  drawn  vans  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  point  of  disposal. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  difficulty  was  being  experienced 
in  the  collection  of  household  refuse  owing  to  the  erection  of  air 
raid  shelters  in  the  back  streets*  the  erection  of  which  tended  to 
increase  the  cost  of  collection.- 

In  July  a new  refuse  tip  was  opened  at  Grangetown,  this 
consisted  of  part  of  a worked  out  clay  pit  into  which  there  is 
sufficient  space  for  tipping  for  some  years. 

Street  sweeping  was  continued  on  the  ifBeat:i  system  and 
channel' washing  was  continued  during  the  Summer  period. 

All  street  gullies  received  regular  attention  and  the 
sobers  were  systematically  flushed  at  regular  periods. 
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There  was . not  much,  expenditure  on  snow  removal  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  hut • early  in  the  present  year  we  experienced  more 
snow  fall  we 'have  had  for  several  years.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  number1  of  'milk  prodifcerfe  and  wholesalers  did  not 
materially  vary  during  the  year,  .There  was  a slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  wholesalers  and.  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
small  retailers. 

The  number.  of  cowsheds  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year  (14)  and  the  number  of  cows  was  approximately  120, 

71  visits  were  .made  to  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops 
and  any  request  regarding  limewashitig  and  cleansing  was  attended  to 
without  undue  delay. 

There  are  ho  -premises  in  the  District  registered  under 

the:  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936,  Two  dairies  outside 

* 

the  District  hold  supplementary  licences  to  sell  ,fpastuerised  milk" 
in  the  Area. 

70  informal  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken  for  analysis 
and  office  tested  all  of  which  proved  genuine.  The  highest  fat 
content  of  the  sample  was  6%  and  the  lowest  3*1/^. 

, .20  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  examination  on  which 
the  analyst  reported  12  showing  the  presence  of  coliform  bacillus. 
The  average  bacterial  count  was  43>356  which  is  very  satisfactory. 
There  were  no  other  samples  of  food  taken  for  examination 
for  adulteration  or  chemical  and  bacteriological  tests.
